Howevor bittor foroigners may 
hevoe boon during tho poriods of 
crinis 1840-58 and 1900, we at any 
rato o6 & nation havo much to 
rogret in sooing tho old regimo 
ruthlossly thrust out from China, 
iwoll knowing that thoroaro no clo- 
monts hore to-day capablo of any 
constructive government, and, on 
‘the other hand, thoro aro o 
‘thousand influencos at work, 
detrimental, for tho most part, to 
any plan fora settled govornmont 
and mony of thom oponly an- 
tagonistic to all forms of govern- 
mont of an ordorly nature, 
advocating rovolution of tho 
“rod” typo aa tho only moans of 
gotttine. tha country’s fortunos.

Spoculation and grood wero not 
unknown in oither tho Yuan or
